y A number of the farmers in this vicin- 
ity have been summoned to Chicago 
during the past week By. their, respec ti ve 
milk men and given the alternative of 
either testing the|r herdB or stop ship- 
ping. ' 

In case the farmer wishes to comply 
with the dealer's demand he iB given 
the privilege of going to the city hall 
and signing a .contract signifying his 
willingness to do so, and in that case is 
given until March in which to have it 
done. If ho. refuses he is informed that 
his milk is no longer wanted. 

Some few months ago it was given 

out that after January first, 1911, milk 

that had. neither been' pasteurized nor 

produced from tested herds, would be 

barred from entering the city of Chi- 

.cagd. This ruling has not, however, 

. been enforced, and to those who are 

willing to test arid have not already 

v done so, the time has been extended 

"two months. 

We have been informed that the case 
us it how stands is this way: When the 
dealer applies to the City Council for a 
license to peddle his milk he is asked if 
he handles either pasteurized or tested 
milk, if he does not know he is given 
ten days in which to find out, if he then 
reports. in tf*» negative, he is refused 
a license without which he can not ped- 
dle. He in turn then comes at the 
farmer and if the latter does not wish to 
test or re-test as T the case may be, he 
is laid off, and some one else who is, is 
taken on. A number of the Antioch 
shippers have been laid off during the 
week as well as many from other points. 

This is a rather puzzling situation as 
the farmer, 4 who in favor of his own 
interests, is of course directly opposed 
to the tuberculin test, is facing the 
• question of how to dispose of his milk. 
Some forcibly declare they will never 
test while others will 'do so in order 
to continue shipping. 

In the face of all this keen interest 
is manifest in the matter as to whether 
the incoming General Assembly adopts 
the conclusions said to have been reach- 
ed by the special legislative committee 
which for several months has been in- 
vestigating the tuberculin test and 
pasteurization: It is claimed that the 
report which is being drafted by Rep- 
resentative,' Shurtleff as chairman, 
would be adverse to Dr. Evans' propo- 
sition to require a tuberculine test of 
all milch herds and the slaughter or 
segregation of all affected animals. 
The report it is thought will recommend 
a so-called compromise — ■ 'that all mu- 
nicipalities be authorized to require 
pasteurization- of milk. 

It was the opinion of the majority of 
the committee that a requirement of 
the tuberculine test coupled with the 
necessity of slaughter or segregation of 
infected cattle would decimate the herds 
of Illinois and would inflict damage to 
the extent of millions of dollars on the 
farmers and dairymen. The influence 
■ of the various grange organizations 
was thrown against Dr. Evans' propo- 
sition and had much weight with the 
members of the committee.

CIVIL WAR HERO DfAD 



Chuuncey Morse of Grayslake Passes 

Away After Short Illness 

Died Dec. 30 1910, at Grayslake, 
Chauncey G. Morse, aged 71 years. He 
had lived all his life in Lake county. 
A son, John,; cashier- of GrayBlake bank, 
and daughter, Amy Whyte, both of 
Grayslake, ; Burviye their ; father. His 
wife, Mary McLewis, died two or three 
years ago. * "The Colonel" .as he was 
familiarly called by his friends, had 
been in failing health for some years 
past, and to add to his affictions partial 
blindness had set in. He took to his 
bed only about a week before his death. 

The Colonel was a student-at-law 
under the law firm Blodgett, Upton & 
Williams, of Waukegahj when the .first 
call for volunteers was made by Presid- 
ent Lincoln. He was one of the first to 
forma company and latter moved to 
Springfield, 111. Owing to some dis- 
agreement, the company disbanded. 
He then joined the 37th Ills. Inf. Vols., 
"thedeerhounds," a sobriquet. They 
gained by the great number of miles the 
regiment marched. The Colonel was 
liked by his . comrades as. an efficent 
officer and genial conrade. i 

After muster-out, in May, 1866, 
having served fully five years, for his, 
country, he settled on a large farm juBt 
west of Hainesville, where he, with his 
family, lived until the Wisconsin 
Central R. R. caused the building of the 
now thriving village of GrayBlake. 
There he built a fine resident and re- 
tired from active work. 

Interment at Oakwood cemetery, 
Waukegan, service was held Tuesday 
last at 2:30. o'clock. '-*;

North Chicago Industry is Almost 

Completely Distroyed by Hre 

.Wednesday Night 



The Great ;- ■ Lakes Manufacturing 
company, makers of notarial Beals and 
novelties in japaned ware, burned to 
the ground at North Chicago Wednes- 
day night at an early hour, the brick 
one story 50 by 100 foot building being 

completely gutted. 

The factory had - been located in 
North Chicago for about a, year, and 
was prospering, 'its president was T. 
C. Pomeroy of Chicago, its secretary 
'vVillinm A. Witt of the same city, both 
of whom make their home at North 
Chicago. 

The fire started seemingly in the 
japaning room of the small one story 
plant near five, at which hour the 
twenty odd employes quit for the day. 
Molders going home from the Chicago 
Hardware Foundry company plant dis- 
covered the novelty plant in a mass of 
viciously roaring flames and gave the 
alarm, the fire department of the Chi- 
cago Hardware company being the only 
one to fight the flames for some time 
after the discovery. An explosion is 
Bnid to have started the fire. 

The North Chicago ' fire department 
made speed to the'secene, but both de- 
partments were tbc iate to save the 
structure. 

The loss on the building will be $5000 t 
and on the intricate die cutting machin- 
ery of the plant about $10,0000, or more. 
The flames spread in a solid mass all 
through the small building, which is 
right north of the foundry plant, and 
which was formerly occupied by a con- 
cern that made washing machines.

Mrs. Durand Seeks $5,000 Damages for 
Loss of Twelye Cows 

Because she. claims the government 
inspectors condemned 12 of • her finest 
cows some time ago and subsequently 
the same inspectors passed them as food 
after they had been slaughtered in the 
Armour packing house, Chicago, Mrs. 
Scott Durand, society leader of Lake 
Forest, is said to be planning a damage 
suit for $5 000 against the government. 

Mrs. Durnnd is said to have made a 
statement to this effect at a meeting of 
f armes at Pleasant Prairie, Wis. , a few 
nights ago. She explained that the in- 
spectors had visited her herd, that they 
tested her cows for tuberculosis and 
ordered 12 condemned. She did not be- 
lieve they were unfit for use and accord- 
ingly, made arrangements with Armour 
& Co. whereby she was enabled to have 
a private slaughtering of her 12 cows in 
their yards. The cows were shipped 
there, slaughtered and every one was 
passed by the government inspectors as 
all right for use as meat She contends 
if they were unfit for milkers, they 
were unfit and dangerous to eat as 
beef hence she plans making a test case 
to compel the government to settle with 
her for the loss. 

CITY ATTORNEY 

AUTHORIZED 

TO COLLECT 

At a meeting of the town board of 
Waukegan, the board signed a formal 
order by which the board authorizes 
City Attorney Orvis, if he desireB, to 
proceed with legal steps by which he 
may seek to compel previous town col- 
lectors and assistants to return to the 
town any excess fees which they may 
have taken while in office. 

It is recalled that this matter .has 
been up for some time, the legal claim 
being that assessors and collectors have 
taken as their fees much more than the 
state law permits. City Attorney Or- 
vis took up the matter on the belief that 
the town and city should have the ben- 
efit of that money, hence he is consider- 
ing the advisability of compelling the 
former officers to return the money.

If he means real 
work there is plenty to bo done, but from the 
standpoint of tho employer, the task is no easy 
one. Money means .nothing to the average 
native. - One plantation manager told a cor- 
respondent ho had CO men working -for him. 
and that he transacted business on 500 sols- 
monkey money, they call it— a year. This 
plantation conducts a storo, as do the major- 
ity. The men are paid In the national cur- 
rency, which just as steadily comes back into

Nicara- 
guans go— but he couldn't last twenty minutes as 
tho head of a people who love to fight, if the Unit- 
ed States department at Washington wasn't hold- 
ing bla hand over tho rough places. They are 
going to Bend, a commission down thoro In a 
short time to' Btraightcn out affairs and con- 
duct the first honest election tho country over 
had. Then J. P. Morgan &,Co. will handle tho 
rofundlng of the $20,000,000 bonded debt By 
that timo the United States will be well in 
charge, probably with Consul Moffat as minis- 
ter and- real head of the government 

Just as rapidly as possible Nicaragua is 
• being mnde a good placo In which to live. 
American capitalists and investors aro crowd- 
ing Into the country with rapidity. Now that 
tho days of tho revolution are ended—the ma- 
chete made an Implement of agrlenlturif In- 
stead of war— the futuro of the" little republic 
looms bright. Mines, nre bolng dovolopod, for- 
ests-cleared, lagoona drained and homes built 
Men from tho north and middle western Btates 
are causing tho" hustle. Thero are business 
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men from St. Louis, Kansas City and Chicago 
and men from numerous smaller cities who 
aro interested financially in 'agriculture and 
mining work- in Nicaragua* Many are already 
realizing -On their invest-nenta. 

Along tho Rio Grande rrver there, Is a wide 
stretch of territory covered, with bamboo, 
some of which is planted, in bananas. Ship- 
ments of bananas wero taken out of that sec- 
tion for the first time a few weeks ago by tho 
Pan-American company, a fCarisas City and St. 
Louis concern. Thoro are half a dozen small 
companies beginning operations and within 
bIx months fully 200,000 or 300,000 acres of ba- 
nanas will havo been -planted along that river, 
which is said to bo the best for. the culture 
of this particular fruit of any in tho republic. 
Tho bananas^rabout 3,000 bunches— shipped 
lately were tho finest taken into tho port of 
New' Orleans. 



Mining throughout 
tho country, while be- 
ing pushed, is not 
bringing tho monoy 
returns of fruit. Many 
men, however, havo 
struck It rich in the 
mining region. A Ca- 
nadian by tho name 
of McGlnnls, located 
in the northern part of tho ^public and 
founded the. Lone Star .mine. Today ho is 
several times over amllllonabre JoeLaPere a 
French Canadian, discovered the Bonanza 
mino from which millions In gold have been 
taken. The Topaz Mining company 'is /an- 
other paying venture. The . chief difficulty 
with the mining Is tho matter of transporta- 
tlon. 

WhlV the earnings of tho various , mines 
havo proven satisfactory, yet Jt is In tho ba- 
nana business that the figures presented by 
American exports prove amazing; they show 
payment for land, cost of clearing, planting 
and harvesting at tbo end of the second year 
with an additional profit of 60 per cent. on. 
the Investment They are. indeed startling, but 
tho men who make thorn point to the United 
Fruit company,, having started business on a 



tho store, Paying off. labor in Nicaragua is 
much like taking a dollar from ono pocket and 
putting It into another. That's all right, so 
far as It goes, but when tho laborer— generally 
an Indian, or a Jamaican— thinks he has too 
much to do ho quits. He can live without 
work,, and works merely to please his foreman. 
Tho foreman who can get tho good will of the 
Indian is tho valuable man. The superin- 
tendent of a coffee plantation has been trying 
to get 300 men to work for the last two years. 
At ono timo he had 130— and ho is a man the 
natives like, too. 

Tho manager of a big banana plantation is 
having the same trouble. A- month or two Ib 
frequently spent getting half a hundred men 
together. Indians stay close to their villages 
and tho hopo of tho planter Ib tho building 
of those conglomerations of huts. Give the 
workers a bamboo covered shed In which to 
live, build, them a church of tho same ma- 
terial and' secure for them a preacher, even 
though their morals seem lax, and the natives 
will probably spend their lives on the planta- 
tion—working when they foel so inclined. Now 
and then they want to wander away and get 
all tho bad whisky they can buy, but they 
return. In time to again take up the machete. 
-G6od treatment appears to bo tho only secret 
if thero- bo any • secret of. getting labor in 
Nicaragua.

COUNTRY OF CONTINUAL UNREST 

"The beginnings of the troubles that wreck 
Nicaragua at frequent intervals Ho back to 
Its discovery by Columbus. A small remnant 
of Indians has recently been found living on 
an iBland near Bluoflelds, speaking tho lan- 
guage of tho Aztecs and having traditions of. 
ruling in splendid cities over tho Bubject 
tribes of tho coast. 

These cities, of which great ruins remain, 
at once attracted tho Spaniards to the In- 
terior, so thnt from Panama to- Yucatan not 
;an important Spanish settlement was formed 
on the Caribbean coast, and thus tho coast 
tribes, freed, from 'Aztec domination, re- 
mained almost unknown to tho Spaniards, 
having no proporty worth looting. 
toot was plenty among tho. buccaneers, but 
■cab food and wome^they lacked. Theso tho

IndlanB supplied. Commercial relatlonB Boon 
grew up. which .speedily developed into nn 
allianco against tho Spaniards, by means of 
which the Indians maintained their lndopon- 
denco, until. their chief was carried, in 1C88, 
with great pomp, to Jamaica, where ho sur- 
rendered his authority to tho duke of Albe- 
marle, and was then crowned and received 
back his insignia as a vassal King, under a 
British protectorate, of all tho, coast from 
Chlviqul. lagoon to Yucatan, along what la. 
known as the Mosquito coast. 

Subject to occasional dashes with the Span- 
lards, matters went on thus for a . Century, 
each BUccesBivo Mosquito king going to Ja- 
malca for Invcsture and to. do homage. Fin- 
ally In 1783, by tho peace of Paris, England 
specifically abandoned its protectorate over 
all of tho Mosquito, coast, except for. the part 



now known sb Belize, or British' Honduras, 
which, thon became and still remains a Brit- 
ish , colony. . ■ • : 

Howover v lt was only 14 years before the 
French revolutionary turmoil, again brought 
war betweon Spain and . England..- In the 
• course of this, tho- protectorate was revived, 
so that, In spite of Spain's becoming later 
the ally of 'England agalust Napoleon, the 
threo succeeding. Mosquito kings of tho -first 
half of tho nineteenth century wore crowned 
as of old In Jamaica or Belize, and "did horn- 
ago for their kingdom, tho laBt In 1847. 

In 1821, after a long struggle, all Central 
American broko away from Spain, and offered 
to Join tho United States as ; five states, an 
olte/ which was at once rofuscd, as tho pop- 
ulation was not considered sufficient in num- 
ber to Justify ton scats in our senate, nor 
sufficiently advanced otherwise to bo a do-, 
slrablo element. The refusal stirred up bad 
blood against the English-speaking, peoples 
and a dlsputo with England over the protec- 
torate. 

By tho Clayton-Bulwer .treaty of 1850, both . 
England and tho .United ^States bound them- 
selves not to seek exclusive rlghtB in any part 
of Central America. Again tho protectorate 
mado trouble," and London and Washington 
agreed on a treaty by which tho Mosquito 
'const was to be protected by treaty with the~ 
Central Amorican states Interested, but thoBe 
refused the suggested termB, and, finally, hv 
1860, Great Britain' concluded separate treat- 
ies with Honduras ; and Nicaragua, by which 
to the flrat alio surrendered absolutely all au- 
thority over the almost uninhabitable nortlon 



of tho coast claimed- by Honduras, while to 
Nicaragua she agreed to surrender her. pro- 
tectorate and recognize tho sovereignty of 
Nicaragua. 

Nicaragua in turn, agreed to grant complete 
local self-government to" tho Mosquito tribes, 
then of blood largely diluted with strains of 
white and' Jamaica negro, and using Eng- 
lish as their official language., Nicaragua * 
also bolhid Itself* to make a free, port of 
Grbytown, at tho mouth of tho navigable river 
by which the great central lake of Nicaragua 
discharges into the Caribbean Boa, and for 
ten years to pay annually to tho Mosquito 
Indians a BUbsldy of $5,000. 
After 19 y oars" Iobs than; half of the sut> 
' sidy had been paid, while in violation of tiio 
treaty Nicaragua had imposed duties at Groy- 
town under the pretext that they wera to 
pay tho subsidy, and, had 'introduced a gov- 
ernor and a garrison at Blueflelds, the Mo- 
squito king's capital, and was, otherwise; vex- ; 
ing the inhabitants so as ; to force them to 
abandon, the EngliBh language and their local 
self-government. Finally, rafter most Inso- 
lent treatment of tho BritiBh consul at Grey- 
town, vflio had been appointed tho Mosquito 
king's agent to receive the arrears, England 
Bent a warship to Groytowh. Nicaragua! pro- 
tested that, as tho British protectorate had 
been. withdrawn and Nicaragua's sovereignty, 
recognized over the coast, it was none of 
England's businoBS whothor Nicaragua fulfill- 
ed the Ireaty stipulations in favor of tho In 



the nature of a gift, and therefore that inter- 
est should not be added to tho arrears; and, 
second, that the vessels belonging to the 
Mosquito coaBt should hoist tho Nlcaraguan 
flag, though against Nicaragua's contention 
thoy w^ro allowed to hoist their own along- 
side of .it; but on every ^important point tho 
decision was In favor of; England 

Under this decision settlers began to come 
In, especially from Canada and Jamaica, and 
business became quite brisk. Nicaragua 
failed in another attempt to Induce the coast 
to vote In favor of full citizenship, and mat- 
ters went on merrily till a.few'monthB after 
Zelaya's. rise to tho presldenecy, when, in 
January, 1894, a Nlcaraguan. army suddenly 
appeared at Blueflelds, kidnaped and sent to 
tho Interior the chief justice and all tho lead- 
ing men of tho coast, and in their absenco 
ordered an election, with soldiers at every 
polling place, to determine finally tho status 
of the coast. 

In this election thero could bo only ono 
result, rind Nicaragua announced that the 
coast had accepted full citizenship in Nlca* 
ragua, and, thoreforo, British interference 
was at an end. 

For ton year3, In spite of occasional at- 
tempts at revolution, one nearly successful, 
matters, went on fairly at uluoflelda and 
business grew, but in 1904 there began sys- 
tematic attempts to oppress this coast. 

As a further vexation of foreigners, .tho

Much Interest Displayed In Meeting of 

American Association for. Labor 

Legislation. 



V. I 
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Washington.— Tho most Important 
stated political event or 1911 will 
be the election of United States 
senators by the various Btate. legisla- 
tures to complete the upper house of 
tho sixty-second congress. Tho new 
senate will be composed of 51 Repub-' 
licans and 41 Democrats, as against 
09 Republicans and. 33 Democrats in 
the last congress— a net gain of eight 
seats for the Democrats. In the house, 
according to tho returns of tho elec- 
tion of November 8, the Democrats 
will have a majority of C5. 

Of 30 senators whoso terms will ex- 
pire on March 3 next 24 are Republi- 
cans and six Democrats, and the vari- 
ous state legislatures elected on No- 
vember 8 last will choose their suc- 
cessors. There will also be senators 
chosen to fill the vacancies caused by 
tho deaths of Senator Dolliver of Iowa 
(Republican), Senator Thompson of 
North Dakota (Democrat) , and Sena- 
tor Clay of Georgia (Democrat), mak- 
ing a total of 33 to be elected. Of 
tho 33, 17 will be Republicans and 1G 
Democrats, representing a gain of 
nine seats for tho Democrats and ono 
for the Republicans. 

Where the Changes Come. 
Tho states where the senatorial 
toga will fall from Republican to Dem- 
ocratic shoulders are Indiana. Ne- 
braska. Montana, New York, Ohio, 
New Jersey, Maine, West Virginia and 
Missouri. 

The ono Republican gain occurred 
In North Dakota, where a Republican 
successor will be chosen to complete 
_the unexpired term of the late Sena- 
tor Thompson, Democrat. The legis- 
lature of this state will also elect an- 
other United States senator to suc- 
ceed Porter J. McCumber, whose term 
expires in March. 

Three of the seneators included in 
tho above count havo already been 
chosen. They 'are Isidor Rayner of 
Maryland, elected to succeed himself; 
John Sharp Williams of Mississippi, 
to succeed Senator Money, and Carrol 
S. Page of Vermont, elected to suc- 
ceed himself. The term of the late 
Senator Daniel of Virginia expires 
this March, and a3 the regular session 
..^rthe Virginia legislature does not 
convene until 1912, cither a special 
session will be called to elect his suc- 
cessor or Claude A. Swanson, who is 
serving by appointment, will retain 
his scat until next year. 

No successor will be chosen to the 
late Senator McEnery of Louisiana 
until 1912. His seat Is at present be- 
ing filled by J. R. Thornton, who was 
appointed by the governor. 



St. Louis. — St. Loute was the raecca 
»for sociologists,- scientists, labor 
leaders, educators and economists 
last week. Hundreds of prominent 
members of those professions at». 
tended the convenUon of the Amer- 
ican Economic association, Amer- 
ican Association for Labor Leg- 
islation, American Statistical associa- 
tion, American Political Science as- 
sociation, American Sociological so- 
ciety and tho American Home Econ- 
omic association, which opened here 
Wednesday and closed on Friday.

The American Economic associa- 
tion and American Political Science 
association opened their meetings lasl 
night with a Joint, session at which 
addresses were delivered by Dr. Ed- 
mund J. James, president of tho for- 
mer organization, and Dr. Woodrow 
Wilson, head of tho latter body.

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TOO MANY HALF-BAKED LAWS 

Illinois Attorney General Says Assem- 

bly Pass Meaningless Acts That 

Cause Endless Trouble. 



Springfield, 111. — Illinois ' is not 
hampered with old laws, but half- 
baked and meaningless acts, passed 
by the general assembly causcendless 
trouble. This Information is contained 
in the biennial report of Attorney 
; Generni Stead, which was submitted 
to Governor Deneen. 

The report also contains sugges- 
tions and recommendations which will 
bo sent to the general assembly noxt 
week.

From theso and 
perhnps . other causes has resulted a 
conglomerate mass of legislation 
whlchls Inconsistent, amblglous, often 
meaningless and sometimes vicious,"

Dr. Hawloy Harvey Crlppen killed his 
wife, Belle Elmore. 

It was declared to be tho third at- 
tempt tho young bank wrecker has 
made to destroy himself slnco the au- 
thorities have been endeavoring to 
place him behind tho bars, but like 
his previous efforts, was unsuccessful. 
This was duo to tho fact that he took 
but one-tenth of a* grain of hyoscya- 
mlne, but it was the entire contents 
of a box containing tho drug found in 
his sister's home. Robin Is now in the 
prison ward at Bellevue hospital. 

The attempted suicide took place in 
tho detective bureau in the criminal 
courts building where Robin was be- 
ing asked for his pedigree as a pre- 
liminary to' arraignment, when in an- 
swer to his Interrogators, turned to 
his sister, Mrs. Louise Robinovlch. and 
said: 

"Good-by, sister; I'm going— I've 
taken poison." 

Mrs. Robinovlch stared into her 
brother's face for a moment and with 
a groan of anguish that resounded 
through the corridors, swooned. Rob- 
in noxt turned to pr. Austin Flint, the 
alienist who had accompanied the 
prisoner and the lawyers into tho de- 
tective bureau and repeated the start- 
ling statement: 

"Doctor," ho said, "I am a dying 
man.. I have takon poison tablete. I 
swallowed 12 hyoscyamlne tablets of 
1-120 grain each three-quarters of an 
hour ago. I know the drug was In a 
drawer where my sister kept medi- 
cines and I took it Just before leaving 
the house. I can foel myself going 
now." 

Physicians wero hurriedly sum- 
moned and Robin was carried into 
the private room. of District Attorney 
Whitman, where he was stretched on 
the floor and tho process begun by 
which his life was saved temporarily, 
at least 

Confusion reigned supreme through- 
out the. building by. this time.. While 
tho surgeon was workings over Roh In 
former District Attorney Jerome, 
counsel in tho case, followed by Dr.

MOTOR SLAYS WRIGHT FLYER 



Maohlne Falls Him When at Height 
of 563 Feet— Chfcagoan lo 
Thrown From Craft 
by Wind. ' 



Los Angeles, Cal. — Arch Hoxsey, 
tho aviator, was killed Saturday In an 
attempt to break his own world's al- 
titude record of 11,474 feet. - 

Horsey was descending, from 'a 
flight made in" the face" of a gale 
Which ,hiad caused most' of the other 
aviators participating In the meet to 
abandon their efforts for the day. He 
had come down to 563 feet of the. 
earth In safety and then his machine 
failed. 

Tho aeroplane seemed to have been 
caught' in a vortex of contrary air cur- 
rents In a treacherous atmosphere 
and was whirled over and over as It 
came tumbling toward the earth. 

Hoxsey waB dead when taken out 
of the wreckage of his machine. Ap- 
parently his life had been crushed out 
by tho. weight of tho motor, which 
was wrenched from its position in the 
aeroplane by the force of tho impact 
with the earth. 

Hoxsoy's death came as a coinci- 
dence, to that .of John B. Moisant, 
which ; occurred in Now Orleans a few' 
hours before. . 

Shortly beforo ho began his fatal 
ascent Hoxsey was in hlB aeroplane 
hangar reading an. account of the 
death of Moisant. After carefully 
noting the conditions under which 
Moisant had been flying, he said: 

"Ho must have become weary from 
too much driving." 

.All of tho other members of the 
•Wright; team protested when Hoxsey 
announced, that he was going to reach 
an altitude of 12,000. After he as- 
cended the wind increased in vio- 
lence .and created a "bwIsb cheese" 
atmosphere, the most t re ache roue 
meteorological condition with which 
aviators have to contend. 

Desplto this handicap, Hoxsey 
reached an. altitude of over 7,000 feet 
In a struggle upward lasting two 
hours. 

Tho aviator's body was terribly 
mangled and broken; his left Jaw was 
fractured, and hiB goggles wore shat- 
tered and the fragments of glass 
driven into his oyeB. All of the ribs 
on his right sldo had been crushed. 

A broken Btrut, one of the wooden 
stanchions between the upper and 
lower planeB, had been driven through 
his body under the lowest rib. 
^Pasadena, Cal.-(-Tho body of Arch 
Hoxsey was cremated hero Tuesday. 
The funeral was held under the aus- 
pices of the Wright brothers' manage- 
ment. The pallbearers wero selected 
from among the dead aviator's per- 
sonal friends in his home city and 
hlB comrades In aviation. 

New Orleans. — John B. Moisant, na- 
tive of Chicago and one of the world's 
most daring and successful aviators, 
was killed Saturday by being thrown 
out of a Blerlot monoplane. 

The accident happened at a time 
when Moisant apparently had his ma- 
chine under complete control. One 
puff of wind tilted tho pianos, tho 
seat assumed an anglo that made It 
impossible for the aviator to keep his 
place, and ho shot down head first, a 
hundred feet, landing on his. head 
and breaking his neck. 

When ho fell severn.1 workmen wore 
tho first to reach him, but ho was 
dead before they came: The doctors 
who examined the body said death 
jnUBt have occurred within ten sec- 
onds after Moisant struck the ground. 

There was not a mark on the body. 
Tho expression on the face was ttiat 
of a man in peaceful slumber.

— Despite a heavy rain 
which drenched the crowds, 5,625 per- 
sons waited for hours In line to shako 
the hand of President Tnft at tho big 
New Year's reception to tho public 
Monday. 

,ln addition to tho members of tho 
diplomatic corps, officials of tho gov- 
ernment and ofneors of the army and 
the navy, whoso attendance is in a 
measure compulsory, a great thrdng 
of citizens of all ages and all walks 
of life waited patiently to pay their 
respects to the chief executive. 
• At 11 o'clock, tho hour ; Bet for the 
reception, a bugle call announced. the 
coming of the receiving party, who, 
headed by tho President and Mrs. 
,Taft, descended the stairs and took 
their plncos in lino within the blue 
room. Owing to tho recent death of 
their son, tho secretary of war and 
Mrs. Dickinson were absent.

Ae ho 
was putting the -bottle to his mouth 
his eyes fell upon a desperatoljr 
wounded soldier, who, aahewas being: 
carried past, threw him longing, glan- 
ces, "which Sir, Philip perceived, took, 
"the bottle from his lips before ho", 
drank, and .delivered to the poor man 
with these words:' 'Thy necessity is 
yet greater. than mine.* " 
. In tho'mirder of Edward tho Mar- . 
tyr, in 979, a cup of wine played -a*. 
»tragltr;parL Wearied with his hunt- 
ing the young monarch was pcrsuridod " 
to/seek, refreshment at Cbrfe- castle,. 
In Dorsetshire', the abode' of his etop- 
mothor, the widowed Queen Elfrida. 
Upon his entrance she greeted him 
.with: a kiss, and then, as ho resisted 
her invitation to. dismount, brought 
froin the castle a gohlet of Wine. Even, 
as the king raised his goblot one of 
her retainers drew' his dagger and, 
wlth^fatal effect, plunged it into his. 
neck. 

During tho naval engagement ajtSau 
Juan the Jesus, which was! under the 
command of Sir ^phn HawklnBj. waa- 
attacked - by fahnost overwhelming . 
odds. Bothby'word and. deed did: the 
admiral encourage hiB men, and onco 
when their spirits seemed. to flag, ho 
bade his page, fetch him a cup of beer. 
.This; was-brbught to him In a silver 
goblet out- of which he drank to his 
crew, "willing the gunners stand by 
their- ordinance like- men." Scarce had 
ho flnJstied-tho draught and hold tho 
cup aelde when It was struck by a bait 
fron» ouo of the Spaniards' ships and

• All quenched ,S^eiX.thirst,-and yet 
the flagon was oni^vjnj^balf empty. 
Seeing this, tho falr^eW remarked, 
that one of the councillors present 
was able to empty tlie stoup, at ft 
rdraught "If such be the case," cried 
Tilly, turning, to the condemned, mag- 
istrates, "I will pardon you all for the', 
drinker^ Bake. Fill the flagon to tho 
brim." £ 

This was done, an,d then oiio of the^, 
clt3''s magistrates, stepping forward, 
eeked the vessel, raised It to his lips, 
and neither , drew breath' nor set lt 
down until ho had quaffed its- contents 
to U10 last.drpp. Then only did ho 
reverse the flagon in, proof that thb # 
feat had been accomplished. Tilly 
kept his word, and every year, In com- • 
meraoration of ; their ' deliverance, do 
the cftlsenH pt Rothenburg enact over 
agaln'this famous event In their town's 
history.
